cruelty, “In ane passage, there is a well or pit ia 
the floor, now boarded over, but originally covered . 
by a trap-door. The prisoner upon whom doom 
had been passed was led into this passage, and 
desired to kiss an image of the Virgin placed at 
the opposite end ; but no sooner did his feet 
on the trap-door, than it gave way beaea 
weight aud precipitated him to a great depth 
low, upon a machine composed of wheels, 
with lancets, by which he was torn to pieces. 
This dreadful punishment was called the ‘Baiser 
de la Mierge’ (kiss of the Virgin) and the fatal 
pit, with its trap-door, an oubliette—because thosr 
whe were precipitated down it were ‘oublies, 
never neard of more.” These terrible proofs of 
tyramzty are found in neggly every ancient castle 
in Germany. From them we learn how unsettled 
society was during the middie ages, how often ag- 
itated by the petty chiefs who held absolate power 
over those who came within their reach. 

A mile or more beyond, neat the summit of the
